Death Takes Bing 11 Chicago’ 8 


Most Active Men of Commerce. 
LEADER IN RAILWAY WORLD 


Moving Spirit Aleo in Lake Traffic 
and Steel Manufacture.

Henry H. Porter Sr. died last night at his 
residence, 26 Hast Erie street, after an ill- 
ness lasting only about two weeks. He had 
lived in Chicago ever since 1853, and was 
prominent in the development of many of the 
local industrfes, particularly railroads and 
the Illinois Steel company. 

Mr. Porter never took a salary for any of 
the positions that he held after 1890. Al- 
though constantly at the head of various cor- 
porations in which he was interested and de- 
voti to them his whole time and energies, 
he préferred to be independent. 

He began his business career at Eastport, 
Me., at a salary of $175 4 year, but many 
years before his death he had amassed a 
great fortune. During the latter years of his 
life he spent his winters in New York, where 
his business affairs called him, or in travel- 
ing, but the summer months were spent at 
his palatial country place at Lake Geneva. 

He was born Dec. 7, 183), at Machias, Me., 

and attended the public schools and the East 
Machias academy until the age of 16, when 
he started out to earn his own living. His 
first move was to Bastport, Me., where he 
served as clerk in a general store. : 


Here More than Half Century. 

He started forth in 1853 with St. Louis as 
his immediate and California as his expected 
ultimate destination. But, acting on his 
father’s advice, he stopped off, found em- 


loymem, and settled here. 
From that time until the close of his active 


busizese career he was interested almost 


continuously in the construction and man- 
agement of railroads tributary to Chicago. 
There were then only six raiiroads running 
into the city, two of which continued west 
of it—the Chicago and Rock Island and the 
Galena and Chicago Union. No railroads | 
extended beyond the Mississippiriver. There 
was none between Chicago and 8t. Lois nae 
Chicago and Milwaukee. 

Mr. Porter's first position was ag clerk in 
the general office of the Galena and Chicago 
Union railway, now a part of the Yorthwest- 
ern system, at a salary of $400 a year. His. 
first. place of residence here was a frame 
house in Randolph street, just east of State 
street. In various capacities, with rapid pro- 
motions. he remained in the employ of the 
Galena and Chicago Union railway until 1859 

then went to the Michigan Southern and 
Northern Indiana raliroad, now a part of” 
the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern rail- ; 
way. 
Rapidly Advances in Rank.

in many other enterprises. In 1874 they 
purchased the West Wisconsin railroad, then 
on the verge of bankruptcy, combining it 
with several others to form the Chicago, St. 
Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha system; of 
which he was président. Under Mr. Porter’s 
guidance this system, starting with less than 
200 miles of track, became a prosperous road 
over 1300 miles in length. 


Other Railrdads He Built. 

e built up were the St. 
Paul and Duluth, the Cleveland, Loraine and 
Wheeling, and the Chicago and Eastern II- 
nols. This latter, of which he was chairman 
of the board, was combined with the Chicage 
and Indiana Coal, largely developed and ex- 
tended, and in 1902 was sold to the St. Louis 
and San Francisco railroad. He wae also 
for several years a director in the Union Pa- 
cifie railroad and of the First National bank 
from 1868 to 1881. 

With the same associates Mr. Porter was 
active in the formation of the Illinois Steel 
company, in the development of iron ore 
properties on the Vermillion and Mesaba 
ranges; of a railroad, the Duluth and Iron 
Range, to carry this ere to Lake Superior; 
@ line of steamships to transport it to chi- 
cago, and in the acquisition of coal mines 
and coke ovens in Pennsylvania. In 1898 
these properties were consolidated into the 
Federal Steel company, of which Mr. Porter 
was chairmen, and this organisation was so 
highly considered and successful that its 
lead wee generally followed, resulting in the 
formation of the United sthtes Steel corpora- 
tion in 1901, 


In Many Big Enterprises. 
Other important enterprises in which Mr. 
Porter was prominently wencerned! were the 
laying.out of the present stockjards, lumber- 
ing in Michigan and Wisconsin, organization 
of the Chicago Shipb ing company, and 
later its consolidation withother shipbullding 
companies into the American Shipbuilding 
company, the Brooklyn Rapid Transit com- 
pany, and the Chicago Transfer and Clearing 
company and its associated company, the 
Chicane, Union Transfer railway company. 
The Chicago ‘Transfer and Clearing com- 
pany was orgarized by him. its clearing yards 
for freight traſſe embodying his ideas for the 
‘settlement of Chicago's freight problems, and 
was the only one of his enterprises in which 
he maintained’ an active interest until the 
time of hig death. He was president from its 
inception until his death, 

He was one of the earliest members of the 
Chicago and Commercial clubs and also be- 
fonged to the Union, Midday, and Saddle and 
Cycle clubs of Chicago and the Metropolitan 
club of New Torn. 5

The description given by the frightened 
women is: The man was about 5 feet 10 
inches, wore dark clothes and a black slouch 
hat; had a dark cloth about the lower bart 
of the face, and was about 21 to 22 years old. 


Enters Room Without Warning. 

Mrs, Dow, her two daughters, and Miss 
Blackstone, who was a guest for the night, 
were seated in the living room of the home 
solving a picture pusfle. The first intima- 
tion they had of an intruder was a demand 
for money. They looked up to see a masked 
man in the dark doorway, threatening them 
with a revolver. 

Mrs. Dow retained her pe 3 and re- 
plied: 

“ We have no money.” 

Miss Blackstone, in fright, Jumped to her 
feet and ran screaming into an adjoining re- | 
ception room. The.burglar said, “If you 
want to be killed, keep on screaming,’ and 
fired as he spoke, the bullet entering Miss 
Blackstone's left breast.

Clapp Would Make Agreements 
Unlawfal Unless Approved 
by Commission. 


Washington, D. C., March 31.—Command- 
ing the careful attention of a-majority of his 
colleagues, Senator Root today consumed 
three hours of the time of the senate in con- 
tinuing his speech in defense of the adminis- 
tration railroad bill. He did not concluge 
his remarks. 

The senator defended the merger provie- 
ion of the bill as a great advance over the 
exiating law in that it made the purchase 
of one company’s stock by another an of- 
tense, while he argued such acquisition was 
not now illegal except as part of a conspiracy. 

He also supported the traffic agreement 
section, but expressed a willingness to re- 
quire such agreements to be dependent upon 
the approval of the interstate commerce com- 
mission. He emphasized the provision as 
of special importance. 

Mr. Root declared the present prohibitive 
act provokes its own violation. This course 
was most demoralizing and should not be en- 
couraged by failing to put it in the power of 
the railroads to observe the law and still 
make their agreements. It was better to 
have the railroads voluntarily conform to 
we law than to have them forced to do so, he 
said. 


Railroads Able to Enforce Law. 


“We insist upon competition,“ he con- 
tinued, “but we prohibit such features as 
we think injurious, avd we forget the rall- 
roads themselves may be better able -to en- 
force the law than can any officer in Wash- 
ington.”’ 

The senator argued that in many matters 
the railroads were practically required to 
enter into agreements, and so long as this 
was true, he sald, it was absolutely necessary 
that the roads should be authorized to come 
together. To do this would be to wipe out an 
anomaly. and abuse.

Bacon Takes Issue with Root. 

Mr. Bacon took issue with Mr. Root's as- 
sertion that the fixing of rates by the gov- 
ernment would lead to government owner- 
ship. He said that for thirty years the rail- 
road commission of Georgia had nad such. 
power. 

Mr. Root replied that there would be found 
to de a vast difference between state and 
government control. The chief function of 
ownership was the fixing of rates, he said, 
and he argued that if the state could fix rates 
it could so control theni-as to reduce them to 
a4 point where it might be necessary to take 
absolute control. 

Mr. Aldrich asked Mr. Bacon whether he 
was in favor of giving the interstate com- 
merce commission power to fix the rates on 
all the railroads of Georgia. Mr. Bacon re- 
plied he would not favor turning over ccatrol 
of all the railroads to the commiseion. 

Mr. Root contended that the merger ne- 
tion of the bill did not interfere with the 
operation of the anti-trust act. He declared 
the Supreme court decision in the Northern 
Securities case had not held the purchase of 
stock to be contrary to the anti-trust lew. 

Op thé contrary, it had explicitly held that 
congress could not control the mere acquisi- 
tion of stock of a railroad corporation. 

The offense was in the conspiracy, and it 
might not always de that the purchase of 
stock was in pursuance of a conspiracy or, if 
so, it was not always easy to prove the fect. 
He said this bill would relieve the gevern- 
ment of the necessity of finding a conspiracy. 


Erom Theory to Practice. ' 

“This is no advance,“ he exclaimed. * It 
is merely an advance from the theory to 
practice; it is an advance from newspaper 
dissertations to definite legislation. The seri- 
ous question is whether, under our constitu- 
tion, we can say that the raliroad corpora- 
tion of any state shall not purchase the-stock 
of a corporation of another state. The 
question is whether it is not an infringement 
of the right of the states over their own cre- 
ations.” 

Mr. Root was inclined, however, to believe 
that the courts now would sustain.such an 
acquisition of stock, because it bears so close 
a relation to the restraint of trade, Never- 
theless he regarded it as “ the greatest, the 
boldest, and the most radical step yet taken 
by’ congress in the regulation of commerce.”

Posting of 
conspicuous placards on all the cars of at 
least one of the street railway lines with 
warning against spitting from the health and 
police departments will be started within a 
short time, aid'thé issuance of transfers with 
similar injunctions -will follow: 

One of the placards to be used by the Chi- 
cago City railway company, as announced 
by Fred A«Stowe, asisstant to the president, 
will bear a large red cross and the wording 
** Join the Anti-Spitting Crusade.” 

Another will have a cross in each of the 
four corners and will read: 

Spitting in this car is prohibited by law, and 
is punishable by a fine of $1 to $5 for each 
offense.

The letter was dated 
March 25, and read: 

“Mr. Tilt: Unless you put $500 in said 
locaton on the other side we pledge ourselves 
to kill you dy suffering death. If the money 
is placed there we promise not to threaten 
you again. Now think it over. You are a 
rich man and you have a iittie boy and a 
girl and a wife. Which would you rather 
lose, $500 or yourfamily? Place the money 
there Monday evening.“

CATANIA, March 81.—The situation qre- 
ated by the eruption of Mount Etna again is 
becoming critical. The village of Borrelk, 
which lately seemed to be safe, now is seri- 
ously threatened. The lava is increasing in 
quantity and the speed of its flow. It has 
reached within a mile of Borrello, and noth- 
ing but a deviation of the stream, it appears, 
will save the place from destruction. 

The main chater of the volcano is exceed- 
ingly active. Dense smoke and vapors con- 
tinually are emitted, while violent explo- 
sions hur! enormous blocks of lava astonish- 
ing distances. 

The lava stream in many places is running 
at the rate of 500 metersan hour. The fall 
of stones and ashes is increasing. There are 
some fears for the safety of Belpasso, but 
that place is less imminently threatened than 
Borrello. A general exodus from the latter 
place is impending.

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Emigrants Best Men 
of Their Own Class.

are men of corresponding groups remaining in 


ways been at work, even from the beginning 
‘ef the settlement of America. Not only do 
our laws, which govern the admission of aliens, 
tend to keep out the weak and physically gnfit, 
but the fact of the desire for emigration indi- 
cates’ confidence in the strength of the indi- 
vidual to cope with any condition which may 
mfront him abroad. The experience I have 
us far gained in southeastern Europe leads 
me to believe that the pioneers, at any rate, 
among the emigrants are the well developed, 
strong men of the differgnt groups. It is only 
when these have established themselves in the 
United States and begin to send home for their 
relatives that the less desirable physical ele- 
ments seek admission. The real significance of 
this I shall speak of at another time. 

In an extended series of observations among 
the Jews of New York, it appears that they 
show a distinct superiority in stature over that 
of groups of Jews in Europe from which they 
have come. All the evidence thus far obtained 
is proof of the process of selection at work 
among the inmgigrants. The taller and stronger 
individuals are more adventurous in leaving 
their native land. 


Environment Affects Stature. 


Of the effect of environment on stature, 1 
have already spoken.

I have 
read, within the last month, exhortations from 
Jewish rabbis, one in England, the other in 
America, calling upon their peoplé to remain 
true and discourage in every way the inter- 
marriage of Jews with Gentiles. 

Even under favorable conditions in Burope 
no state exists with a uniform type. 
ditions in the United States are much less fa- 
vorable and even if we left out of account the 
négro it seems unlikely that for a long time, 
at any rate, there will be any free intermin- 
ling of the old British type with the new 
elements from southeastern Europe. Data 
which might help us solve this question have 
not yet been furnished by our statistics. We 
do not yet know the extent to which intermar- 
riage among different groups takes place in the 
United States. -It is to be hoped that the cen- 
sus for this year will give us this information. 


Effect of Intermarriage. 

Suppose social barriers and pride of language 
should disappear and free intermixtures result 
in America. Will the product be a hybrid race? 
Probably not. At any rate, we do not yet 
know of an intermediate race. Offspring of 
mixed on the contrary, show rever- 
sion. This reversion may be to the type of one 
parent or the other, or it may be an incom- 
plete reversion, where the offapring inherits 
some of the qualities of one perent and some 
of the other. (Investigations in Asia Minor, 
where mixture been taking place for thou-

tion. 

The problem of the result of mixtures is 
unsolved. Mixture itself depends on the 


‘amount of cohesion in the different groups. If 


individuals of groups of different types 
freely intermarry, less than one in a n 
thousand, by the law of chance, will be of 
pure descent in the fourth generation. 

_ The number ‘of offspring of pure descent 
Which may exist one hundred years from now 
in the United States is problematic. The num- 
ber will depend on how effectively American 
culture encourages admixtures, The result. of 
the admixture will depend largely on the fer- 
tility of thé different elements. If one element 
is more fertile than another, then the infiu-

A 
little bit of individual liberty will be lost in 
order that greater liberty and freedom may pre- 
vail for the whole body of members comprising 
the state.

It should represent the anti as 
well as the pro ship svbsidy sentiment.

able to secure any hold on the sympathy, Ar good ‘will, 
and the loyalty of the people. 

The announcement, therefore, that one 5 the most re- 
spected and eloqyent members of the national legisla- 
ture, Gustav Johanssen, has commenced a lawsuit 
against the present king, and against the royal family, 
in order to compel the surrender of certain documents 
relating to the Vasas, naturally has created a great 
sensation from one end of the peninsula to the other, 
popular interest in the matter being enhanced by the 
pretensions of the plaintiff to be himself the great-. 
grandson of King Gustavus IV., and of hig queen. 


3 


While some few persons at court and in the higher 
government circles may have known, heretofore of the 
claims of Johanssen to Vasa descent, the public cer- 
tainly had no idea this well-to-do and singularly level- 
headed parliamentarian had any Vasa blood in his veins. 

The story which he puts forward, and which is based 
upon documentary evidence commanding attention, is 
extraordinary. Gustavus IV., as students of Swedish 
history will recall, was brought to the throne at the 
early age of 14 by the assassination of his father, and, 
although handsome and gifted and possessed of most 
fascinating’ manners, did not prove a strong ruler. 

Married in 1797 to Princess Frederica of Baden, he 
was deposed by means of a military pronunciamento in 
1809, forced to sign his abdication after a most dramatic 
hand-to-hand struggle with Gen. Alderkreutz and the 
officers implicated in the conspiracy, and then was ban- 
ished, along with his consort and his children, his uncle 
taking his place on the throne as Charles XIII. 

Charles, being childless and a great admirer of France 
and of Napoleon, selected the French field marshal Ber- 
nadotte, who had been born as a peasant near Pau and 


duced the national diet to- ratify his choice, and eskab- 
lished him in the Swedish capita! as crown prince. 

Ex-King Gustav IV. retired with his consort, his son, 
and his three daughtcrs, Princess Sophia, Princess 
Amelia, and Princess Cecilia, to Germany, where three 
years later he parted company from the ex-queen, their 
marriage being sundered by a divorce, dated Feb. 17, 
1812. Some years later Gustav and his former wife 
were brought together again. 

They were fecretly married in Germany and another 


received the name of Anna. The reunion did not last 
long, and as the ex-king and ex-queen soon parted 
again, it was decided to keep the story of their re- 
marriage secret, and owing to this the ‘ ex-queen’s 
youngest daughter was not publicly acknowledged.

in fact, the ex-king behaved badly about the child, and 
declined to make any provision for her, whereupon her 
uncle, Emperor Alexander I. of Russia, who had mar- 
ried a sister of the ex-queen and was fond of the latter, 
interested himself in the girl's case, and, Holdings 
Charles XIV. of Sweden, the former field marshal Ber- 
nadotte, in high esteem and friendship, confided to 
him 6,000,000 crowns, to be held in trust for little Anna, 
who when she grew up was married to a Frenchman, 
settled and naturalized in Sweden, of the name of 
de la Brache. 

Deputy Gustav Johanssen is the grandson of Anna 
de la Brache and of her Franco-@wedish husband, and 
possesses documentary and convincing evidence of the 
remarriage of ex-King Gustav and ex®Queen Frederica, 
and also of the payment of the 6,000,000 crowns by Em- 
peror Alexander to King Charles XIV. for the benefit of 
the girl who was the offspring of this secret remarriage. 

King, Charles XIV., who was a close-fisted man, and 
who ih his old age developed a degree of avarice and 
miserlinees which was attributed by unkind people to 
his Pyreneean peasant ancestry, never paid over the 
6,000,000 crowns to Anna de la Brache. It seems that 
she and her husband made a claim after King Charles’ 
death for the amount, and that his successor, Oscar I., 
in 1844, declared that he was unable to find any trace of 
the fund in quéstion. 

He, however, was compelled to admit, in the face of 
the letters produced by Anna de la Brache, that soma 
money must have been Intrusted for her benefit by m- 
peror Alexander to his father, and on the strength of 
these letters, which he insisted upon her surrendering 
to him, he guaranteed to pay her an annuity, pending 
the discovery of the missing millions. 

This annuity was paid regularly by the Swedish gov- 
ernment throughout his reign, and during that of his 
son and successor, Charles XV., and also during the 
first eight years of the reign of the late King Oscar II., 
until Anna’s death, in 13879. 4 

~~ 

The fact that an arrangement of this kind was 
actually made is shown by the large annuity paid from 
the Swedish treasury to Mme. de la Brache from 1844 
until 1879; while the gircumstance that the fund estab- 
lished for her benefit by Emperor Alexander and confided 
to Charles XIV. should have jbeen found missing on 
the latter’s death is easy to understand. 

As I have mentioned above, Charles XIV. in his old 
age developed the most intense miserliness. He was 
known to have amassed a colossal fortune, much of it 
by means of plunder and by the imposition of crush- 
ing war indemnities on German cities while in command 
of the Napoleonic armies as Marshal Bernadotte prior 
to becoming crown prince of Sweden. 

Ot all this treasure, which certainly never was spent, 
squandered, or otherwise disposed of, not a trace was 
to be found on his demise, and is generally believed to 
have been walled up by him in one of the thousand 
or so vaulted chambers beneath the palace of Stock- 
holm. The palace is built on the site of half a dozen 
earlier royal abodes. The vaults and foundations date 
back more than 1,000 years and the subterraneag part 
of the palace is of such immense area and vast extent 
that it has never been thoroughly explored. 

Indeed, chains are stretched along the walls of those 
parts of the vaults that gre used in order to prevent 
any one from getting lost below ground. It is believed 
that somewhere in those vaults all the money and the 
jewels of the first of the Bernadotte kings of Sweden 
are walled up. But every attempt to discover the hid- 
ing place has met with failure. It is probable the 
6,009000 crowns given by Emperor Alexander for the 
benefit of his niece, Mme. de la Brache, are there, along 
with the other treasures of Charles XIV. 

Deputy Johanssen has now brought suit against the 
present king of Sweden, and against the other members 
of the royal family, not for the money, but for the let- 
ters which his grandmother, Mme. de la Brache, surren- 
dered to Oscar I. in consideration of the annuity: let- 
ters which, it is alleged, have been preserved among 
the archives of the royal house. 

If he had sued in the first place for the 6,000,000 
crowns he probably would have been nonsuited, on the 
sworn declaration that no such fund had been found 
among the possessions of Charles XIV. on his death. 
But, inasmuch as the plaintiff is producing the corre- 
sponndence to show that the letters in question were 
surrendered to King Oscar in 1844, it cannot be sald 
that they have not existed; and, while their produc- 
tion would absolutely clinch Johanssen’s contention that 
Charles XIV. had been intrusted with a fund for the 
benefit of Mme. de la Brache, even he letters are not 
produced, he will have an opportunity of bringing for- 
ward so much other evidence in favor of his case that 
the royal house of Sweden will be virtually compelled to 
effect some financial compromise.

„ ‘PR. DUBBE ON THE FLUTE. 


Df. Critidus Flub-Dubbe declined to analyse this 
week's program of the Thomas orchestra. Anatom- 
ization of the obvious is dissipative of time and en- 
ergy.” he told the Program Study Class. “There is 
nothing on the bill that you ladies cannot understand 
with one ear. I will lecture today, instead, on the 
flute.” 

After explaining the mechanism of the instrument 
and tracing its origin and evolution, Dr. Dubbe said: 
“After the modern school of French composers, my 
notion of nothing to listen to is a flute solo. But 
this is so much a matter of individual taste that I do 
not decry the instrument dogmatically; I merely men- 
tion that, to my ear, the tone of the flute is piddling: 
there is a maximum of tootle and a minimum of ex- 
pression. Its chief value is its capacity for acro- 
batics; although, as Berlioz pointed out, if a composer 
wifhes to produce an accent of desolation combined 
wien resignation, there is nothing better than the 
pale wail of the flute.” 

“Mave not the great masters written, tresly for this” 
instrument - asked 

ther copiously,” replied the Doctor. “An ex- 
cellent. example is the Bach sonata in B minor for 
flute and harpsicord, a ‘combination, of tone co 
Lawhich has aroused my friend Dr. Arthur Whiting of 
New York to great enthusiasm. The flute is also 
useful for shading the violins; and skillfully blended 
with other instruments, one would hardly notice it.” 

Is there not a saying that the only thing worse 
than a flute is two flutes?’ remarked Miss Gay Votte. 

“It originated in the time of Frederick the Great,” 
replied the Doctor. Johann Quants, most prolific of 
writers for the flute, taught the King how to play the 
instrument, and the pair were continually performing 
duets, to the great distress of the court:. the palace 
Was full of tootle from morning till night. Quantz's 
passion for the flute arose from his having been or- 
‘merly a double bass player. After sawing away for 
years on a doghouse (which, as I explained to you 
in a previous lecture, must be doubled with other in- 
struments to give forth sound), the flute seemed to 
Quants, no doubt, a wonderfully responsive instru- 
ment. I can ‘account for his obsession in no other 
way.“ 

“I love to watch the flutes in the orchestra,” said 
Poeta, “It is marvelous how they skip abott and 
dash up and down the diatonic staircase.” 

“A good deal of that agility is illusion,”’ sald Dr. 
Dubbe. When @wou consider that a flute player has 
only to blow harder to get the second octave his acro- 
batics are not so astounding.”

Mr. Ah) had returned from a journey 
through the Holy Land and had finished a 
painting of the madonna and child when 
friends prevailed upon him to attempt a full 
length figure of Christ, which was to be an 
ideal portrait of the man also, with dark in- 
stead of the usual light fair and more mascu- 
Une countenance. 


First Portrait a Disappointment. 

His first portrait was a disappointment to 
him. Among the visitors who came to his 
studio was a lecturer on biblical characters, 
who, becoming interested in the picture, 
endeavored to give the artist his image of 
Christ’s features. The artist worked long 
without result, until one day the impression 
came upon him suddenly and he went to his 
canvas and painted the face as seen in the 
mental picture. 

The self-illuminative feature was intro- 
duced with such skill that Christ appears to 
be walking through pale moonlight, while 
behind him is seen the shadow of the cross. 


Bought for Washington Man. 
The painting was bought by a Washington 
man, and for five years it hung in his pri- 
vate gallery. The owner now lends it to the 
public on condition it be shown for charity 
only. In eight years it has been shown in 
forty of the principal cities, at the St. Louis 
fair, the Jamestown exposition, and the 
Seattle exposition, earning more than two 
hundred thousand dollars for charity, al- 
though Mr. Ahl ‘received only §400 for the 
painting.

COAL RATE BOOST 


Mine Operators and Chitago 
Business Men Confer with 
Railroad Chiefs. 


MATTER YET UNSETTLED. 


Pennsylvania Company. Reports 
$882,500 Paid in Pensions 
During. 1909. 


A committee of thirty or forty Illinois and 
Indiana coal operators met traffic officers 
of the railroads yesterday to protest against 
the contemplated advance in coal rates to 
Ch and other points in the state. Repre- 
sentatives of the Association of Comnferce 
and the Illinois Manufacturers’ association 
were present and supported the operators. 

The meeting was in the rooms of the West- 
ern Trunk Line association in the Railway 
Exchange building. 

The raitroad men, of whom there were 
about twenty present, gave little ‘hope that 
they wou’ recede from their position, saying 
that the step had been ordered by the presi- 
dents and executive officers of the roads. 
They agreed, however, to meet the shippers 
again next Wednesday, and promised not to 
file their tariffs with the interstate and state 
commissions until at least after then. 


May File Tariffs April 12. 

The roads’ original plan was to advance the 
rates on, April 1. This date was postponed 
until May 1 by the fallure of the roads to 
agree among themselves. The scheme now is 
to file the tariffs about April 12, making them 
effeetive on May 18. ag thirty days’ notice is 
requlred. 

Opposition of the operators was directed 
mainly at what they considered the discrim-~ 
ination against Illinois and Indiana mines by 
advancing rates aimed at them and not at 
those from other coal fields, They did not 
object so much fo an advance in rates as to 
one not applied to all. other districts. which
